right. It was and is ‘Us’ and ‘Them’. 
They arc the occupiers, we the 
occupied. The myths of nationalism: 
the shoddy confidence trick of 
patriotism, misusing one’s sense of 
identity with place and people, these 
smother the reality of occupation 
when government and governed arc 
of the same ‘nationalirv'*. The dis¬ 
tinction is made abundantly clear 
when the occupying forces speak a 
‘foreign’ language. svscH'ip by plane 
or ship into your familiar environ¬ 
ment wearing unfamiliar clothes 
and by force of arms conquer you 
and compel you to obey their 
commands. 

The British in their days of 
Imperial glor>': the Germans in 
France: the Americans in Vietnam: 
Russia’s Mongolian irix>ps in Buda¬ 
pest or Prague—they were and arc 
all as unacceptable as aliens from 
another pl.inet The foreign in\aHer 
slicio out like 
can be seen as the hated, imposed, 
master race. - When it is a master 
class, the image is blurred. 

But in Northern Ireland today, 
the imacc is not blurred. Alihouch 
'the province* is legally part of the 
British Isles, the presence of the 
British .Amiv is as insullinc as if

they were men from Mars—and just 
about as bloody helpful. Although 
we were assured (hat the oricinal 
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occupation u.i> welciMued b> (he 
Catholics, the movi sorcK opproNs<.'d 
jxiri of (he community, who went in 
fear of the hidden arsenals t'f (he 
Protesta nLs. it is now' Calht>lic gun¬ 
men who arc escalating the conflict 
because the h»ncd presence of troops 
has not brought—and cannot ever 
bring—any s*^lution tv> the problems 
of the NonJicm Irish pe<>plc. 

All that the British Army is doing 
in Ulster is to try u> put the lid on 
the boiling pot—to keep law and 
order. This sterile excuse for a 
policy was doomed to failure. The 
very fact of miliLan- occupation was 
an admission of failure. 

What the Northern Iri.sh were 
asking for was jobs and homes and 
equality between the rcligivms in the 
securing of these pathetic demands. 
It seems that diis was too much to 
ask for. and instead of an attempt to 
brine the communities toccihcr. 
division was institulionali.sed by 
barbed wire down the middle of the 
street.

Trying to Control 
the Rank nnil File 


T he end OI* the postal strike has 
brought a victory* for the Govern¬ 
ment but a defeat not only for the 
poMat workers but also all workers and 
especially those who arc at present 
involved in negotiations. The Govern¬ 
ment can claim that wages ‘have been 
stabilised and there is some sign of 
them coming down’. 

In \*icw of this situalion. coupled with 
the result of the postal strike. Mr. Heath, 
the Prime .Minister, was willing to meet 
Mr Feather. General Secretary of the 
TUC. 

To have refused would have meant 
driving the TUC into a more militant 
attitude towards the Indastrial Rotations 
Dill. Unlike some of his backwoodsmen 
supporters, he is too astute a politician 
lo w'ant to smash the unions, for in 
highly industrialised socidics, the unions 
play an important part in ensuring smooth 
operation. Employers and Government 
Ministers would not relish getting round 
the table with the ovcraticd catlous- 
handed workers from the shop floor. 
Such people would be directly aflccted 
by what w-as being negotiated and would 
therefore drive a hard bargain. How- 
cs'er the gentlemen from the TUC arc 
just a.s much concerned with inflation, 
declining investments and unofTidal 
strikes as^arc the employers in the 
Confederation of British Industry. 


Mr Hcalh'.s talks with the CDI and 
.Mr Campbell Adamson, the Director 
General, have urged measures which wjll 
reflate the economy. He said that the 
economy was ’not going along as fast 
as its productive potential'. Reflation 
was needed 'to get unused, or most of 
the unused, productive capacity of the 
country to work again. We need invest¬ 
ment to lake place and industry* must 
see a return on investment. Uqujdity 
in our siew is vital.’ Mr. Feather said 
much the same thing to Mr. Heath. 
They are not just going to talk about 
wages, but also prices, productivity, in¬ 
vestment and profits. 

HIGH CLAIMS AT FORDS 

Clearly all see eye to eye on the 
basics. The dilTcrcnccs lie in the amount 
of wages that employers are prepared 
to pay. The TUC is obviously anxious 
to gel some agreement on how to run 
the economy, but it is also embarrassed 
by high wage claims such as that being 
made at Fords. 

A tripartite agreement i.s. in modern- 
day capitalist terms, the best way lo 
ensure a smooth-running economy. The 
Industrial Relations Dill is really an 
anachronism introduced because it was 
thought that the TUC was unwilling or. 
as is more likely, unable to co-operate. 
Unable because of the continual pres-

The British 
Minister respv)nsiblc for the .Army 
has decided that no soldier under 
18 must be allow'cd to serve in 
Northern Ireland—any other 
combat /one. Oh. big deal! 

Well. WE have made a decision 
too. It is that NO Briii.sh S4'*ldicr 
should be serving in Nonlicrn Ire- 


sure from the rank-anU-filc trade union 
movement who see their unions as 
organisations for improving wages and 
conditions and not as a third P^rty to 
ensure a smooth running and strikcless 
economy. 

The trend on the pan of the trade 
unions has been a continuous one. It 
w'as only the Government’s and the 
employers’ natural suspiciousness and 
their disinclination to share indu.vtrta1 
power which ha.s delayed the process 
of integration. This process will con¬ 
tinue and will mean that the workers' 
struggle will be increasingly against the 
trade union leaders os well as employers 
and the Government. 

NEED ONE ANOTHER 

Mr. Heath is aware that in a ’democ¬ 
racy* the Government needs the TUC 
as much as the TUC needs the Covcrii- 
nicnt. Meetings between the two have 
been absent of late, but Thursday’s 
gcl-iogcthcr could be the ’beginning of 
a dialogue*. 

Diircrcnccs were mainly over the 
liming of reflation. The Government 
wants wage increases to be kept down 
lo reduce inflation, while Iho TUC wants 
immedfute economic growth to cut un¬ 
employment. This growth would en¬ 
courage investment and stimulate further 
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land! 

Wo maintain that the presence of 
the Army ha.s .solved nt>lhinc On 
the conlr.iry it has made matters 
wtuso It has aggravated the situ¬ 
ation until now the population can 
see no other solution but that which 
iJjc British Giwcrnnicnt have taught 
them: the gun. 

Where i.s the educatit'n pro¬ 
gramme. where the conciliation, 
where the social reconstruction, 
where even is the coe^ling-olT that 
the troops were supposed lo bring 
about? Nowhere! 

In only one way has the presence 
of ir«>ops done any gocxl—and that 
by accident and not at all in the 
way the Government wanted. It has 
brought together some militants 
from Ixnh sides of the rclicious bar- 
riers in a common hatred of the 


troops The S4)ldicrs have in fact 
prc.scn(ed a picture of occupation 
so clear that even Protestant.s and 
Catholics can recognise it. They 
have all had more than a glimpse of 
the State and can now .see who (he 
real enemy is. 

Fellow workers of Northern Ire¬ 
land! Can you not rccogni.se NOW 
(hat it i.s not your ncighlHmr of the 
differcni faith who is your enemy; 
it is Iho Institution which grinds you 
both down. 1710 State cynically uses 
people just like you from thi.s side 
of the Iri.sh S^. to keep you 
divided and to keep you dow'n.

As for .Mr. Powells desire for volun¬ 
tary repatriation, this is in the Bill too 
—thus forcing Mr. Powell into a further 
slide into racism in advocating forcible 
rcp.i!riaiion. Not that with the present 
provisions in the Bill such a thing 
is not po5v.siblc for misconduct—even 
for the misconduct of a member of 
one’s family. The sins of the fathers 
will be visited upon the children and 
the virtues of the fathers in being bom 
the right colour, in the right place, at 
the right lime, will be visited upon them 
with the honour of being allowed to 
Slav and work here.

Anarchy 

on the Old Plantation

SIMON LEGREE, Ihc well-known 
slave owner, has threatened to take 
his plantations away from England be¬ 
cause the labour situalion is not pro¬ 
ducing the right kind of slaves. He 
threatens to open up new ficldls in 
German, lapan or India, anywhere where 
where the labourers have been con¬ 
ditioned to obedience by previous training 
or by starvation. 

lie claims that the ability of British 
slaves to stop working for a W'hilc. and 
to choose (heir masters makes it un¬ 
economic for him (o carry on in Britain. 
His most biller complaint is about the 
apparatus set up by British staves to 
negotiate the length of their fetters 
(any fetter uadcr eight links is barred 
by Driliih slave unions). He also points 
out that (he unions ability to govern 
the size of whip and (he number of 


strokes which must be administered 
makes it difliculi for him lo carry on. 

The British Prime Minister is anxious 
to accommodate Mr. Lcgrcc and has 
pointed out that he has on (he Statute 
Book a Dill lo stop slaves running 
away without giving due notice. It 
also includes provisions for negotiating 
deals in slavery* and for provisions lo 
slop people like Wilbcrforcc, Harriet 
Beecher Stowe. Garrison and other 
agitators pointing out that slaves arc 
staves. 

The Prime Minister is an.xious to meet 
Mr- Lcgrcc and lalk over ihc situation 
with him. It would be a piiy if the 
slave trade upon which so much of our 
exports and balance of payments depend 
were allowed to pass into other bands 
because of these agitators and anarchists.

Tut in the wrong way, he 
sneers at those who would take (he 
benefits of the detergents, etcetera, but 
preach against thdr use. There are 
alwa)-s those xxho xxill say */ must hax-c 
my motor car even though it coniribulcs 
to the deterioration of the environment 
because il is necessary to my existence’. 

Levin's position is like that of many, 
because he cannot live in a .society 
without compromise he accepts the com¬ 
promise. indeed he maximises il. and 
often, as in this example, he elevates 
his necessity to a xirtuc. 

True, as things arc workers must 
accept jobs, more or less, where they 
find them und they cannot Otway's be 
loo particular about the nature and social 
consequences of their work But every 
man, even Bernard Lexin. draws the 
line somewhere, he would not sell his 
grandmother to a whilc-slavcr for ex¬ 
ample or accept cannibalism whilst 
rejecting vegetarianism. 

Indeed it is a measure of man’s ethical 
stature that he has an ability to dis¬ 
criminate between that which is socially 
useful and desirable and that w'bich is 
financially profitable. 

It is not even arguable that conlri- 
hulions to pollution of the atmosphere 
such as a cement works arc financially 
rewarding. Industrial diseases, such as 
asbcstxxsis nnd silicosis arc still with us 
and a ccmcnbliiicd lung is not a profit¬ 
able investment. 

Levin’s chief deficit in his argument 
is that the niamifaciurcrs of motor cars, 
of dclcrgcnls, of plastic containers, of 
pesticides, indeed of the majority of 
things manufactured in the world todiy, 
arc interested in the public good or even 
in prvsviding xxork in depressed .nreas. 
The main interest of manufacturers is 
the profit motive ;md if a thing made 
more nastily, more dangerously, more 
often makes more profit, more profit is 
made. 

It is no concern of the nMnufactiirers 
of cigarettes or armaments that their 
products deni out death and destruction; 
il is (heir concern if (hey fail to bring 
a dividend. 

We have the right (and almost Ihc 
necessity) to protest, hotli as consumers 
and producers, at the flagrant examples 
of exploitation and pollution of the 
environment. 

Il is just possible, as Bernard Levin 
seems to hint, that we cannot have this 
technological siicicly without pollution. 
Bernard I^vin and The Times being the 
apex of this society, no doubt we shall 
probably have to do without.

In India the fratneidaJ conflict between 
difTering Naxalitc bands, their anii- 
intcllcctunlism. w’hich takes book*buminfi 
and other such anti-culrural fonm. and 
their neglect of all work in the iovahs and 
indiistr>’. makes those Naealites look like 
the Red Guards divorced from Ihc sys¬ 
tem in which those Red Guards acted: 
anti-literate, psiritanical, peasant and 
anti-urban jacqueries. 

In the Middle East the Maoist section 
of the Palestinian Liberation Movement

perialists and noi as militarisls is bard 
to understand In the mi>dcm dav when 
so large a prop^srtlon of the n:iitonal

It is not casv to add all these into a 
coherent picture. It is obvious, both 
from the news from within China where 
Ihc military appear lo be verv* much in 
command, and from the rapprochement 
with Tito, the pall>nng with Washington, 
that the period of the Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion 15 os'cr. but to assess what c.xactlv 
this means is something else 

One ainnol make a direct comparison 
between developments in China for the

In China there was never a workers' 
rcvolulion 1 here were never soviets, 
the workers onlv pla>‘cd a pcriphcril 
p.irl in Mao's ct'iiiing to power--ihcrc 
were Strikes, it is tnic. on the line of 
march (|ust as Havana .saw a gcncml 
strike that toppled natisin. and allowed 
C-asiro Ic* t.ikc pt>wer). but there is no 
rccofsl of strike leaders joining the Com¬ 
munist governments thereafter The Red 
.Army was predominantly a peasant one. 
led bv l.md-owTiinp. profcssion.il class 
and ^':ip)i.ilis| for at least petit bcurgeoisi 
elements There vvns therefore never n 
pcrioi! eqitiv.'ilcnf lo Lenin’s imposition 
of one*m.in man.igcmcrL never a NFP 
(since the 'Clock of Four Gasses’ was 
never disturbed in its power), never a 
Kronstadt and there did not need to be 
a Staltn. 

So to make a direct comparison be¬ 
tween ihc Cultural Revolution and the 
Third Period of Stalinism, and the Mos¬ 
cow Trials, is to oversimplify, though I 
think not lo oversimplify unju-slifiably. 
as Ihc resemblance springs up through 
the di (Terences and pcnisls. 

.At the lime of the Third Period. 
Stalinism vied with .faso'sm as new 
forces on the ptvlilical 6cld. both opposed 


Unions ond ibeLlInlYersiiy 


M O.ST PROGRESSIVE trade unionists 
arc aware of the rcaaionary role 
of that distinguished body of gentlemen, 
the TUC General Council. Examples 
of their activities arc: — 

(1) After a vendetta by the manual 
unions in steel, led by the right-wing 
BISAKTA leadership, lo force the pren 
gressive CAWU and ASTMS out of 
the industry, the TUC ordered the latter 
unions so open their branch books so 
management, in gross violation of TU 
principles, as a condition of local 
recognition: 

(2) When the last 'Labour* Govern¬ 
ment proposed its anti-union legislation, 
the TUC 'fought' it ofT by agreeing lo 
take equivalent measures themselves; 

O) Consequent on (2). whenever union 
bosses have been unable to force their 
striking members back to work. V. 
Feather. TUC sccrciar>-. has gone scut¬ 
tling to their rescue. In particular, he 
broke the two-month Pilkington strike 
by a promise of no victimisation, which 
was broken: 

(4) The TUC not only obstructed and 
opposed the call for a one-day token 
stoppage on December 8 against the 
Tory anti-union Bill, but used the 
occasion for a red-bailing. McCarthyite 
witch-hunt. 

So that Ihcrc .should be absolutely 
no mistake about whose side they were 
on. this august conclave of doughty 
knights and peers of the realm, at their 
1970 Congress, elected as their chairman 
none other than the grand-daddy of all 
blacklegs—Lord Cooper of St Helens! 

A recent but less publicised achieve¬ 
ment of this gang of .assorted works 
policemen and left - talking windbags 
relates lo university workers. On 
every campus in the country, apart 
from the dons forganised by the Asso¬ 
ciation of University Teachers, which 
is outside the TUC), there arc .a host 
of other workers: clerks, porters, tcch- 
tucians. cleaners, canteen staff, etc. The 
technicians have long been organised by 
ASTMS in most universities, but apart 
from odd groups the manuals and ofTice- 
workers arc non-union. Sporadic attempts 
have been made, both by union ofTidals 
and left-wing students, to org.inisc these 
workers (which number some 45.000, 
inclusive of the technicians) but with 
scant success. The average union burcau- 
cni. of course, prefers to sit back in 
his ofhee and count the takings from 
the 'chcck-ofT in a management-enforced 
dosed shop, rather than make the cHort 


to break into an unorganised held. 

Early in l*)70. however. ASTMS won 
for the univcrul> technicians on the 
‘Redbnek Agreement’ (national pay 
scheme) a 21'., pay rise, following a 
job-evaluation exercise to determine com¬ 
parison with similar workers elsewhere. 
Naturally this aroused interest in union¬ 
ism amongst other c.impus workers who 
in some places began clamouring to be 
admitted lo ASTMS This would have 
provided an excellent opportunity for 
a concerted drive bv the clerical and 
manual unions to unionise the uni¬ 
versities. Instead, however, the TUC 
hierarchs, doubtless fearing that ASTMS, 
the dominant union in the industry, 
might use its strength here for progress¬ 
ive cnd>. in contrast to UlS.AKT.A lo 
.steel (sec note above), decided to parcel 
out the universities amongst a small 
number of unions over the heads of 
the workers concerned. The wwkerN 
were classified as manuals, clerks and 
technicians and in each university a 
union (or unions) was given sole rights 
for each group. Where .scvcr.il unions 
had been stipulated for one group of 
workers, they were enjoined to come 
to a local agreement to eliminate com- 
pciition. 

The unions involved were, in descend¬ 
ing order of allocation for c.ich group: — 
Manuals; 

NUPE. TGWU, NUGMW. 

Clerks: 

NALCO, NUFE.CAWU. TGWU. 
Technicians: 

ASTMS, AUEFW. 

Thus no provision was made for crafts- 
mcri to have accesv to the nmre 
specialised unions (EPTU. ASD. .ASWI*D, 
etc.) calenng for their trades; they 
w’crc expected lo join general manual 
unions. Divdaining this, many such 
workers tried lo gain entry lo ASTMS 
by pa.vsing themselves off n.s technicians, 
thus causing trouble between A.STMS 
and (he manual unions and defeating 
the alleged object of the whole exercise, 
namely, to avoid inter-union disputes. 

How'cver, a f.ir more serious objection 
is to the manner of nifocalion of re¬ 
cruiting franchises to the various unions. 
This was done solely on Ihc basis of 
existing membership, without any con¬ 
sultation of the unorganised workers. 
Whilst this was acceptable for the mostly 
well-organised technicians, where in most 
universiliev nn ASTMS membership of 
70',,. or more, obtained sx’jthout man¬ 
agement pressure or against it. made 


a ballot superfluous, it produced anom¬ 
alous results amongst the largely un¬ 
organised manuals and clerks. For 
c.xamplc. if amongst 2(^ otherwise non¬ 
union manuals in z university was one 
ex-gas worker who hid kept up his 
GMW membership, this would be 
enough lo giv'c this union monopoly 
rights lo these workers, even if he had 
made vigorous attempts to enrol his 
mates .md had been firmly rcbufTcd 
owing lo the reactionary, bureaucratic 
nature of the GMW. In such a ease, 
of course, the union's ‘recruiting righl-s* 
become in practice a franchise to act 
as dog-in-the-manger by doing no re¬ 
cruiting oneself, and squealing to the 
TUC whenever another union shows its 
face. 

The proper way lo fi.x 'sj;>hcrcs ol 
influence' m a largely unorganised in¬ 
dustry is of course to consult the 
workers themselves. In the universities, 
this should be done by; 

(I) Fetch union wishing to recruit a 
particular occupational group on a given 
campus must hold a public meeting, 
or, belter still, all the contesting unions 
hold a joint meeting in which all could 
publicly criticise each other's record of 
service to its members, and the university 
workers make their own judgement in 
the light of the discussion. The latter 
lyjK of iiicding should be chaired by an 
imp;irtiai trade-unionist, c.g. from the 
local Trades Council or a union with 
no a\c to grind in universities; 

f2) The workers being conlcMcd must 
be hjlloicJ If one union gels over 
of the vole, that union gets ex- 
cluMvc rights; otherwise all may recruit 
in fair competition until a further ballot 
produces a vote of over 50';. for one 
union. 

However, such an approach is com¬ 
plete .inaihcma to any union appnrnich^ 
niL. to whom the working cla.ss are 
not human beings with hands, eyes and 
minds of their own, hut so many cards 
in .1 filing cnbincl. to be locked away 
and hoarded until they can be pulled 
out. shuffled and dealt for his arTognnt 
poker-games of power politics and 
empire-building. 

Not content with this cy'nical carve-up. 
these grands seigneurs then proceeded, 
without W’niting to see whether the uni¬ 
versity workers were xuITlcicnlly salisfictl 
with their allotted unions to join them, 
lo settle with the university mnnagemcnis, 
above the workers’ heads, as to how 
they would be represented by the unions

fact, the whole monstrous apparatus is 
not only fiindamcnlally bureaucratic in 
concept, but is not s'onsislcnl even with 
Ihc TUC rccruiiing carve-up. If each 
union w'cfc .able lo achieve IftO'V, mem¬ 
bership in Its allotted spheres, as per the 
latter document (with equal partition 
where sevemi unions arc permitted to 
share a group of workers), then the 
crude principle adopted in allotting union 
reprcikeniaiion on the Central Council, 
namely. 'Each union Likes two exs'ep! 
the C-AAVU’ would he grossly dispropor- 
tion.itc to relative membership. Fair 
allocation of 12 union scats would be: 

ASTMS and NUPF.-? scats each 

NALGO-2 scats. 

AUEFAV. TGWU. CAWU and 
NUGMW—1 scat each, 

Thas the giant unions vvith small uni- 
vcrsily memberships h.ivc been over¬ 
represented. presumably because they 
dominate the TL?C. the progressive 
.ASTMS is under-represented and the 
even more progressive CAWU is cheated 
out of its just dues. 

The whole thing was cooked up at a 
meeting of university vice-chancellor’s, 
union big chiefs, and DEP and CIR 
representatives. Marv'clloiis All the big 
chs'cscs were there. U'/kvi- the hrU 
were the pr<>pfc who REALLY matter: 
the fiAteai' pt>rtrr\, r«'t*Xv tiifd sinkers, 
the clerkx nnJ typisis, ihe tihrary workers 
and lob. trchmciatvt'H The ASTM5i 
Journal reported the m.ilicr in a gushing 
article headed 'Caviar at Congress House 
to Celebrate a "Model" Union P.isi . . .'

photo is printed showing V. Feather, 
J. 8. D.ivisoii (ASTMS burcaucml) and 
two vice-chancellors, all looking very 
pleased vs'iih themselves. It seems that 
caviar was not the only item imported 
from Russia in this burc.iiicratic carve- 
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up. 

Thd cfTccI of this ‘model’ ngnccmcnl 
on university unioniviiion has heen 
disastrous. There have been eases when 
a union has been all set and rarin’ to go 


with A recruiting drivx, only to find it¬ 
self barred from iho univxrsily in ques¬ 
tion, whilst the officially authorised union 
has shown not the slightest interest or, 
worse, has confined itself to bureau¬ 
cratically obstructing other unions and 
failed to do any recruiting of its own. 
There h.ivc been eases where the worken 
firmly refuse to join the authorised union, 
often w’ith good reason, and hammer on 
the gates of another union, which often 
would be pleased to admit them but 
daren’t There has even been a ease 
where on authorised union has started 
to nccniii members, and then cried off
